MISSISSIPPI STATE LUNATIC ASYLUM. 


. To His Excellency, B. G. Humpureys, 
Governor of the State of Mississippi : 


Sır: It is made our duty, by law, as “Trustees of the Mis- 
sissippi State Lunatic Asylum," to make to your Excellency, 
an annual report of the condition of that Institution, now un- 
der our charge. 

In the discharge of that duty, we herewith hand you the 
Eleventh annual report of said Institution. For the last year it 
has been under our charge. 

. We are pleased to say,that by close attention and good 
management of Doctor Kells, the Superintendent, it has con- 
tinued to afford a pleasant home for that afflicted class of our 
citizens for whom it was intended, during the last four years 
of the unsettled and distressed condition of our country, 
caused by the late civil war just terminated. 

In July, 1863, the publie enemy destroyed all the books and 
vouchers of the Institution, used up to that time. ‘Since then, 
all the books and papers appertaining to the Institution, have 
been kept at the Asylum, it being considered the best place for 
safety. . 

At the last regular session of the Legislature, the appropria- 
tion for the benefit of the Institution, was made payable to the 
Superintendent, or his order, quarterly, in advance, conse- 
quently all the receipts and disbursements, for the past year, 
will be made in his report, showing thé entire receipts from 
pay-patients, and all other sources, as well as all the disburse- 
ments. - | 
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There are two debts still due and unpaid by the Asylum, and 
for the payment of which, no árrangement has been made. 
The first is due to Morris Tasker & Co., of Philadelphia, due in 
1861, for about twenty-six hundred dollars; with interest from. 
then until paid. The other is for the purchase of land, for the 
use of the Asylum, from J. S. Sizer, for seven thousand and ' 
two hundred dollars, one half of the purchase money, (being 
thirty-six hundred dollars,) was paid down. The balance of 
thirty-six hundred dollars was to be paid by a note of the 
Trustees, due in six months from the 13th day of February; 
1863, and payable, with interest from date until paid. 

On the 22d of December, 1863, Dr. Kells, in the presence of 
Z. A. Philips, tendered payment of.said note in full, in either 
State or Confederate money,"which Dr. Sizer refused to re- 
ceive. 

We would respectfully ask that à special appropriation be 
made to pay these debts. l 

We think it will take an appropriation of at least forty thou- 
sand dollars, payable quarterly in advance, to meet the current 
expenses of next year, as all the supplies required for the use 
of the Institution, are now much higher than before the war. 

We respectfully refer you to the full and satisfactory reports 
of the Superintendent and Secretary, made to this Board, 
marked A and B, which are herewith transmitted and made a 
part-of this report. . 

It will be seen by tlie report of the Superintendent, marked 
A, that all the appropriations, receipts from pay-patients and 
other sources, were received by him, and accounted for to us, 
in his monthly reports. 

We also hand you herewith, the report of the Steward, mark- 
ed C, and made a part of this report. It. gives a schedule of 
the property, furniture, &c., belonging to the Institution, and 
its valuation. 

We think some repairs are needed on the main building, for 
which, as yet, no estimate has been made, but can be furnished 
by the Superintendent. A 

We have endeavored to make the expenses as light as possi- 
ble, in view of the depressed financial condition of the State, 
caused by the late war. 

There may be some other repairs necessary, which will be 
referred to in the report of the Superintendent. 

When any thing was going: wrong, or any disturbance took 
place, we have not failed to aid the Superintendent, and have a 
full and fair investigation, when we thought the cause and cir- 
cumstances required it. = 

We request a full investigation of our acts in the premises, 
and will take great pleasure in giving any information not con- 
tained in this report, when required. 
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. With our best wishes for the continued success and pros- 
perity of this benevolent Institution, on behalf of the Board.

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 


To the Trustees of Mississippi State Lunatic Asylum: 


GENTLEMEN: Another eventful year has just closed in the 
history of this Institution, and I am again charged .with the 
duty of laying before you the domestic concerns that have 
transpired since our last annual report, and to briefly note 
some of the wants in the future to insure success to this en- 
terprise. enacted by the promptings of the highest christian 
philanthropy. 

I can join you in sincere gratitude to that Being who has en- 
abled us so to manage our trust through the dark trials of the 
past year, as to keep open the portals of this magnificent char- 
ity day and night, to administer to the relief of that elass of 


.our fellow-beings wlrose afflictions are greater than all other 


temporal afflictions. 

At the close of last report, there remained in the house one 
hundred and two patients. "There has been received up to date, 
twenty eight, making one hundred and thirty under treatment 
for the twelve months. Of this whole number, I can regard 
but six as hopeful as to a final recovery, after a careful and im- 
partial examination. Of the twenty-eight cases admitted, there 
was only four acute cases; the others, were cases of chronic 
mania and dementation, having existed from two to twenty 

ears. : - 
g It will thus be seen how little may be expected from the 
treatment of such a class of persons. It may be affirmed as a 
general truth, that all cases of mental aberation are dependent 
upon some functional or organic disease. How small would be 
the hope of the physician called upon to treat any malady that 
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had had its duration from two to twenty years. The case of 


the poor lunatic is much more unfavorable, having super-added - 


to the physical disease a state of mental excitement, keeping 
up abnormal action in the organ or organs, the procuring cause 
of the mental disturbance. 


There has been discharged since last report, twenty-two per, ` 


sons, and the,result may be thus stated.. Four were satisfacto- 
ry recoveries, six improved, four eloped, and eight died. "This 
leaves one hundred and seven patients on hand.. This isa 
lower bill of mortality than in any. previous year, (except one) 
with an equal number of inmates. 

The diseases resulting in death are all of a formidable and 
' dangerous character, as will be seen by the enumeration. 

Two cases of double pneumonia in old persons, one case of 
dysentery, with convulsions; one of typhoid pneumonia, one 


disease of the heart, one typhoid dysentery, one of dropsy, 
and one of paralytie mania. 


The results obtained are not so flattering as could be desired, - 


‘put so long as present prejudices exist to an early removal of 
patients to an asylum for treatment, so long shall we have to 
record a low per cent. of recoveries. 

The practice prevails in nearly all cases, not to bring patients 
to the Institution until they become dangerous, or a burden to 
their friends or to the county that have supported them.— 
Then, perhaps for the first time, has the asylum been thought 


of, and I can safely say from my observation, that nine cases’ 


$ 


out of every ten admitted here, are doomed to a perpetual in- : 


sanity. From this indifference and prejudice together, the asy- 
]um becomes to them only a place of refuge, and the office of 
the Superintendent that of a mere custodian. 

This neglect works not only an irreparable injury to the pa- 
tient, but. causes him to become a permanent charge to the 
State. 


I have adverted to this matter on all occasions, as I deem it ^ 


one of the most important connected with hospital opera- 
tions. It cannot be considered a matter of small moment for 

the people generally, to understand the well established fact, 
thatinsanity can be cured as a general rule, only in the earlier 


stages. Whatis man without mind? There is nothing else" 


great or noble about him; as to his earthly existence heisa" 


mere creature. 


In me judgment this subject should engage the serious at- 
tention of the Legislature, especially as to such cases as may” 


become a publie charge. It would bea step in the direction 
. ‘both of benevolence'and true economy, to pass a law making 


it the duty of every Justice of the Peace in the county, to re- ` 
port every case of insanity that shall occur ‘in his district to 


the Probate Court, and when the lunacy shall have existed two 
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, months, the Probate Judge be authorized to send such lunatic 
to the Asylum for cure and treatment. Sucha law would "pre- 
vent many cases from becoming hopelessly insane and a life- 
long charge.upon the resources of the commonwealth. 


. Should the number of applications exceed the capacity of 
the Asylum to accommodate, that the Trustees and Superinten- 
dent have power to discharge such cases as are harmless and 
incurable, to make room for those of arecent and tractable 
' character. 

The Institution in this way sould accomplish the greatest 
- good to the greatest number. 

Before calling Jd. attention to the subject: of an appropria- 
tion. pérmit me t indulge in a few thoughts that bear upon this 
matter, either directly or indirectly. 

‘For some time in the future, we may reasonably expect a 
. larger: per cent. of lunacy than formerly. We have experien- 
. eed a great social and financial change, and the poverty and. 
destitution that has. been made our inheritance, must necessari- 
ly produce great mental and physical changes. Loss of pro- 
perty and poverty are two frightful sources of insanity. Touch- 
-ing the relation between poverty and mental unsoundness, it 
must not be regarded alone as an outward circumstance, but 
rather that it effects the moral, intellectual and physical man. 
. Statistics teach us the fact, that the poor are more subject 
: to disease, have less vital force, and all the powers of life en- 
feebled; and consequently, a diminished longevity. It too, is 
a melancholy fact to which we cannot close our eyes, that the 
circumstances and changes that surround us, has bad the effect 
of producing less self-respect and a looser state of morals than 
.has hitherto existed. ; 


- In view of the preceding, we may take the position that 
' WHatever depreciates the moral and physical man, exposes to 
intellectual weakness, and an increase of idiocy and insanity. 
` The causes indicated, then stand much nearer in the relation of 
* cause and effect than would at first sight appear. 


We are too apt to look at these matters from an objective 
stand point, and not make due allowance for their subjective 
influence upon our entire nature. The union of mind and mat- 
‘ter is so intimate, and so delicate, that we cannot impair the 
organism by defective nutrition or otherwise, without endan- 
` géring its healthy operations. A full and nutritious diet plays 
avery important part in the treatment of the insane, and no 
: ` hospital of this kiud, can realize any great measure of success 
“that is estimated in no higher point of view than a poor house, , 
and provided for to this intent. 


The experience of.the two last years has riveted the convic- 
tion upon the mind of the Superintendent, that the plain, hard

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fare of the laboring man will not/serve the best interests: of, a 
household of poor, enfeebled persons: 

For the time specified, this was a sad necessity, and I am’ sat- 
isfied that all was done that could be done ender the circum- 
- stances, to provide for their w&nts, but. now indulge the hope 
that this unpleasant necessity has:passed away to some extent, 
that means may be furnished to secure the high aims for which. 
this hospital was desighed. 

From the great destruetion of pr on iiy in the State we shall 
find very few pay patients, and a majority here.now on the pay 
list, will have to be supported at publie cost. This will increase 
the expenditures considerably. `. A. 

The buildings and machinery -need many and expensive re- : 
pairs, and it is true economy to have this done as speedily as 
possible to prevent further injury; Then, the.articles of prime 
necessity are more than double, and some cases treble in value 
whatthey were before the war. , Fhe Legislature in 1859, voted 
an appropriation of twenty- eight thousand dollars pér annum 
for the support of. this Institution, and the Legislature of: 1861, 
I think increased it to thirty-two thousand. ` 

I have now touched- upon a few facts that I think will enable 
us to approach an estimate of the amount needed for the two 
next. years. 

, Then, I have to say, that to place this. Institution upon | '* 
footing with-other institutions of -this 'elass, that it will require 
an annual appropriation of forty thousand dollars. It would 
be prudent to also provide a contingent fund of six thousand 
dollars to be placed under the control of the Governor, and to 
be used in case of absolute necessity. In my judgment, it will 
require a wise and prudent expenditure of the amount specified, 
and a diligent care on the part of the superintendent, of. the 
productive interests connected with the Institution, to make 
this amount sufficient for à proper support. kd 

Itis sincerely hoped that the subject of an appropriation 
will engage the early attention of the Legislature, as the means 
on hand will not defray the expenses beyond the first days of 
November. If the organization of this hospital is desirable to 
the people of the State, speedy and prompt action on the part 
of the Legislature must be had to provide means to carry on 
its operations. 

I mention the fact with pleasure, that at the last regular seg- 
sion of -the Legislature the full amount, special and contingent, 
thought necessary by the Trustees, and Superintendent was 
granted. This fact was in part owing to the full examination 
made by Dr. Poindexter of the condition of the Asylum and 
his pertinent and satisfactory report of the same. 

I am glad to have another opportunity to ) speak of the con- 
stant and active friendship of Gov. Clark for the insane. It is to 
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him, x more than to any one else, that it can be said they yet have 
ahome. The friends of this bereaved class owe him a debt of 
gratitude for his manly and generous interposition at all times 
when occasion required. . 

Gov. W. L. Sharkey has also kindly considered the claims 
of thé afflicted here, as shown by giving a check on J. & T. 
Green for the sum. of. five thousand dollars. 

We have received no other aid from the State since the 10th 
day of March last, except to draw from the State Treasury the 
sum of nineteen hundred and thir ty-nine dollars and eighty-eight 
cents in State issue, on the 19th day’ of: May, and this amount 
only available so far: as to pay eight hundred and fifteen dol- 
lars and ninety cents due the Superintendent. 

‘At the date of the surrender; we had. on hand seventy-one 
bales of eotton which we had purchased and saved in the event 
. tliat at any time Confederate money might be discredited, and 
the Institution be left without any means of support. Much 
of this. cotton was in, bad order, denuded of bagging and rope, 
and gamegod ih the. ‘staple,’ SO as to make it of low value in the 
market. 

Twenty-three bales: -were NE in transit to Vicksburg, be- 
ing in charge of. the Quarter Master's Department of the gov- 
ernment of the United States, and no compensation has been . 
receiv ed. 

' The account of sales are in the hands of the Superintendent, 
ànd have been laid before your board; and are alike subject to 
the inspection of the Lunatic Asylum Committee. I must here 
state that the last seventeen bales of inferior cotton could not 

-þe sold in. Vicksburg, and I was compelled to ship it through 
W. R. Greene & Co,, from whom I drew one thousand and 
twenty dollars, to purchase supplies. I have heard nothing 
more from them as to the cotton since the shipment. 

We have endeavored to do all in our power to make our gar- 
dens and grounds contribute the greatest amount of food pos- 
sible for the-well-being of the patients, as well as to abate our 
general expenses. 

Iam satisfied you. will be convinced of our diligence and 
attention to this important matter when I shall give you the 
real and probable results of our year's labor. The results must 
not be regarded as much expense to the State for most of the 
labor performed was done by the patients:

On the 4th day of September last, Mr. R.F. McGill returned 
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to duty. as Steward of this Institution, after an absence of 
more than four years in the field and the hospitals in Virginia. 
With the exception of these few days in. September, I have, in 
addition to my own prescribed duties, performed those of as- 
.Sistant physician and.steward, and thus lessened the expense of 
‘the Institution at least two thousand dollars, I have at alt 
times earhestly labored. for the success of our charge, and will- 
ing to perform any extra duty that seemed to be required. I 
trust I have done this to the satisfaction of the Trustees and 
the best interests of £his Institution. 

There can baaly be a difference of opinion as to the greater 

necessity of sustayhing.a charity like this than hitherto, for 
many of.the counties have no jails to confine such as are 
dangerous to be set at large, and none of them may be said to 
have money in their treasuries to support them. This may be 
said of the State Treasury, but the Legislature has the power 
to raise revenue for this and other purposes. 

Taking this view, connected with the fact of a probable in- 
crease of mental derangement, it would be a censure upon our 
civilization not to make wise and ample provision for the care 
and support of this dependent and afflicted:class of our popu- 
lation. The whole-field of benevolent labor does not present 
more favorable claims for the kind and humane consideration 
of the Legislature than this Institution. 

Gentlemen, amid the duties that are crowding upon me daily, 
I have not had the time to bestow upon this report I could 
have desired, to make it more intelligible to you or creditable 
to.myself, but shall submit itin its present crude state, hoping 
that Ihave thrown out a few facts and suggestions that will 
serve as a basis of action for the committee on the Lunatic 
Asylum in the discharge of their duties. 

The matters of Dr. J. S. Sizer, Morris, Tasker & Co., and 
Thomas Bennett, I. have left for the Board to bring properly 
before the Legislature, as they have justly undertaken to ar- 
range these claims. ` 

This brief summary of the year's operations gives but a 
faint out-line of the real labor performed. The morbid physi- 
eal and mental eondition of the insane presents many and 
varied duties for each day, and if faithfully and conscientiously 
discharged, nothing but personal observation can give an ade- 

, quate idea of the mental and physical toil required. 

The kindness and consideration with which you have treated 
me, as a Board of Trustees, and the valuable assistance you 
have rendered in the discharge of my duties, calls for renewed 
-expressions.of obligation and esteem. .

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REPORT, : 
Of Joint Standing Commitiee on Institution for Blind. 
Mr. PRESIDENT :— 


The undersigned, chairman of a joint standing committee on 
Institute for the Blind; begs leave to report, tliat they lave èx- 
amined the annual report of the Trustees of the Institute, 
made in October, 1864 and 1865, also the. report made to the 
Legislature in February, 1865, and. the report of the Superin- 
tendent, made October, 1865. From’ these various reports ` it 
appears that on the 1st day of October, 1865, there was in the 
treasury of the Institute the amount of: $4500. - This sum was. 
made up of $2500 in notes, currency called cotton money; and 
. of $2000 in Auditor's warrants, issued in pursuance of appró- 
priations heretofore made. It is supposed that these sums will 
probably be sufficient to discharge the outstanding liabilities of 
the Institute. Besides these sums the Institute has undrawn the ~ 

regular quarterly appropriation due ist July, 1865 ; ‘also, reg- 
ular appropriation due Ist October, 1865; $2000 and balance 
of contingent appropriation in February, | 1865, $5000. The 
President of the Board of Trustees, in the report made in’ Oc- 
tober, 1865, states that no‘further appropriations are asked for. 
It appears from the report, of the, Superintendent that the 
number of pupils expected. düring the present session is fifteen. 
As has been formerly reported to the Legislature, the furni- 
ture belonging to the Institute was taken.for the use of hóspi- 

tals by the officers of the Conderate army during thewar. No 
payment was ever made to the State ón this account, and none 
need now be ever expected, and the amount so taken i is a total 
loss to the State. It appears that the Institute greatly needs 
books, apperatus, and furniture, almost all of which articles 
were lost during Ehe war. But your committee suppose that, 
as the Board of Trustees ask for no further appropriations, the 
regular appropriations for the annual support of the Institute, 
together with the undrawn amount of the contingent appro- 
priation, made in February, 1865, will suffice to supply the de- 
mands of the Institute for necessary furniture, books, &c. 
The committee do not, therefore, recommend any furthér ap- 
propriations at this. time. 

From the examination thus far made by the committee, I am 
instructed to report, that the condition of the Institute and its 
affairs are in as prosperous and satisfactory a' condition as 
could reasonably have been anticipated at the end of the de- 
structive war through which the country has just past. The 
members of the committee visited the Institute and examined 
into its condition, and it affords the committee great pleasure 
to state that, so far from having any fault to find with the man- 
agement, they were much gratified by the appearance of every- 
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thing connected with the Institution and its inmates. They 
recommend to. the further fostering care of the State their 
noble charity, which has already been of the greatest value to- 
one of the most interesting butunfortunate class of our fellow- 
beings, and which, if managed in the future as in the past, 
whileit will reflect honor on the State which endowed it, will 
cause light and happiness to enter into the hearts and minds of 
those unfortunates who would otherwise pass their lives in 
dreary moral and mental darkness—far more cheerless and gad 
than physical blindness and destitution. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

Mr. PRESIDENT :— 

The joint special committee called by resolution of .the 
- House to examine and count the monies, bonds Zoe, and take 
Uam inventory of the same, together with the farditure belong- 
` ihg to the various State offices: of the Capitol, and including 
the examination into-the condition of the Capitol and the Gov- 
ernor's Mansion, have had the same under consideration; and 

instruct me to report that they have counted the moneys, State 
and Railroad bonds, &c., and refer you to the accompanying 
schedule signed by the Treasurer, a copy of which is filed in 
the Auditor's office. There was not found in the Treasurer's 
office 1443 shares of stock of the Mobile and Ohio Railroad 
Company, as inventoried by W. B. Weaver. 

~ There is little furniture needed in the offices which the com- 
mittee were instructed to examine, and but few repairs neces- 
sary; all of which can be done with little cost, which the offi- 
cers are authorized by Article 98, page 118, Revised Code, to 
have done. 

The committee instruct me to recommend an appropriation 
of not exceeding fifty dollars, for a Treasurer’s seal of office. 
The committee further instruct me to report that they employ- 
ed the services of an architect to examine the condition of the 
Capitol and Governor’s Mansion, and to make an estimate of 
-the expenses required for the necessary repairs; and said esti- 
mate not being satisfactory,the committee beg to leave this 
matter in the hands of the appropriate standing committee on 
Public Buildings. 

The committee beg leave to submit this report of their ac- 
tion, and be relieved from further duty.

Of Committee appointed by State Convention "io prepare and re- 
port to the next Legislature of this State, for its consideration and 
action, such laws and changes in existing laws of this State, as 
to said Committee may seem expedient, in view of the late amend- 
ments made to the Constitution of this State by the Convention.” 


Mr. PRESIDENT AND MEMBERS op THE LEGISLATURE :— 


"The undersigned committee, appointed by the State Conven- 
tion, “to prepare and report to the next Legislature of this 
State, for its consideration and action, such laws and changes . 
in existing laws of this State, as to said committee may seem ex- 
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pedient, in view of the late amendments made to the Constitution 
of this State by the convention," have the honor to report that 
they have bestowed much labor, time, thought and investiga- 
‘tion upon the subjects of their duty aforesaid, and that while 
they have had but little difficulty in determining and reporting 
upon the necessary. changes to be made in th@bxisting laws of 
the State, by reason of the new order and condition of things, 
resulting from the late war, the destruction of the institution of 
slavery, the amendments to the State Constitution, and the ex- 
istence and incorporation among us of the large class of lately 
made freedmen, in poverty of mind, poverty of thought, pov- 
erty of means, poverty of self-government, poverty of energy 
and riches in idleness with all their miseries, they freely and 
frankly, without detail or circumlocution, admit and declare 
that they have met at every step, the greatest difficulty and em- 
barrassment in preparing and reporting to your body such laws 
for your consideration and action as may be deemed most ex- 
pedient and necessary for the welfare and prosperity of the 

Statein her new, untried, deranged and unhappy condition. i 


. Inexperienced as your committee are, in legislation of any 
kind, and unaided by the council of the multitude or by any 
State or national precedent to which they have had any access, 
they have been reluctantly compelled to approach, consider and 
dispose of the delicate subjects of their duty in preparing suita- 
ble legislation for two great, numerous and distinct races and 
classes; distinet when our State found birth and existence, and 
should be distinct to-theatest hour of posterity, yet living un- 
der one common jurisdiction and dominion ; so as to harmonize 
and promote the present and future interest, prosperity and 
happiness of both races and the State. 


They have proceeded rather upon their own observation and 
knowledge of the nature, disposition, habits, eapacity, condi- 
tion, weaknesses and necessities of the two races as they now 
exist in our State, and the absolutely necessary restraints, and 
remedies for existing and contemplated evils, flowing from the 
late war, sudden emancipation, extraordinary demoralization 
and idle inclination, than upon a theory or system that might. 
have been wise or judicious for another tongue and people, un- 
der a wholly different state and condition, or may be advocated 
by those who are grossly ignorant in practical life and minute 
general observation of what they speak and write, and would 
have us to legislate. 

They have labored earnestly to secure justice, employment, 
labor, income, reward, homes, conifort, security, health, so- 
briety, good morals, protection to persons and property, re- 
spect, order and happiness for the freedmen among us, and' at 
the same time to place upon them and the whites, the harness 
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of obedience and subordination to duty, the laws of the State 
and their necessity and labor. 

While some of the proposed legislation may seem rigid and 
stringent to the sickly modern humanitarians, they can never 
disturb, retard or embarrass the good and true, useful and 
faithful of either race, but only the better and absolutely neces- 
sary to secure their repose, usefulness and happiness, while the 
wayward and vicious, the idle and dishonest, the lawless and 
reckless, the wicked and improvident, the vagabond and med- 
dler must be smarted, governed, reformed and guided by in- 
stincts' and morals higher and holier than theirs, and by laws 
stronger and more potent than those of mere public opinion 
and.sentiment, and ifthey rudely thrust their hands and feet in 
the flames of the lead, it will be a wilful and deliberate act of 
self-punishment and trouble that can excite no winning clamor 
or dispensing sympathy from the good in head and pure in heart 
of any clime or age, that should induce them to unloose the 
workers.of evil and the instruments of fearfal destruction. 

If they, the criminal and penal laws for both races, are too 
stringent for any, there is no law rendering them fixtures in our 
State, and the rights and facilities of locomotion being amply 
broad and speedy, they can but flee and take sweet refuge in 
the more inviting. bosom of that Stateor community, who may 
cherish a more lovely and congenial fellow-feeling and aggra- 
rian: sympathy for that class, and who are better able to spread 
them feasts and communing sacraments. No feeling of bitter- 
ness toward any has found a lodgment in our minds and la- 
bors, but we have not been deterred from providing a shield for 
the good and just, the useful and honest, against the prominent 
and radical evils seen upon the surface every day and felt . 
deeply in almost every house-hold and community, by the spirit 
of dictation and distempered intermeddling of those who have 
no place among us and can feel none of the nefarious evils now 
and prospectively preying, like a fearfulcancer, upon all that is 
vital of our State. 


Your committee have thought it best to deny to the freed- 
men some unbridled privileges for the present, not from any 
apprehension or sense of danger to the white population, but 
from the clear conviction that such denial and restrictions will 
be for their present and ultimate good in the suppression of 
. vice, idleness, vagrancy, impositions and poverty, the promo- 
&on of industry, and the diminution of crime and its long 
train of baneful consequences and monstrous evils among them- 
gelves in their juvenile liberty and ignorance. 

While they are free to admit that their labqrs are imperfect, 
and that the working of time, experience and future develop- 
ments are necessary to give a strict approximation to perfec- 
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tion in legislation and its application upon these great ques- ` 
tions and interest, they venture the hope that if their labors in 
the general. policy and detail are adopted without . material 
change, confidence will be revived, business restored, order: 
established and all will yet be well with both races and our þe- 
loved State. 

They deeply EE the vast and unprecedented EE 
and demoralization, idleness and vice, crime and vagrancy now 
and prospectively existing throughout the State and the con- 
sequent imperative necessity for some highly: penal and firm' 
legislation, but believe that the latter in the hands of able, fear- : 
less, manly, prudent and just officers and tribunals, is the only: 
remedy and correction for the former, and that- upon it de-: 
pends the early salvation and hopes: of both races and the. 
country. 

`The good and true need no legislation for their' gidin 
and government, but are absolutely dependent upon it/for their 
security, protection and honest pursuits, while the bad and 
unprincipled, the base and mean of both races among us can 
only be governed and engineered by efficient and timely laws - 
in the hands of efficient, vigilant and honest officers. 

They indulge the hope that by timely and thorough legisla-. 
tion now, such healthy improvements in the habits, practices, 
industry and pursuits of both races will soon result, as to ena- . 
ble the State to modify her laws and proclaim to all her people 
the generous plaudit of “well done good and faithful servants." 

Their labors proposeto protect the persons, property, labor, 
wages and contracts of the freedman and laborer, more highly, 
promptly, fully and eertainty than was ever before given to 
the whites of (ie State, and to secure them against all possi- 
ble frauds, deceits, cheats and impositions in fact and in law, 
and to give them full security and speedy redress as well as 
complete relief against either, as necessary and proper to stim- 
ulate labor, and an honest rectitude, and with a view to their . 
future comfort and independence. 

They have not embraced all the matters proper for legisla- 
~ tion at this time, as they were not included in their commis- 
sion, and especially have they omitted the subjects of currency, 
finances and revenues. 

Being forerunners in .this great and novel labor and 
prompted only by a desire to do what is necessary to. guard 
against present radical and galling evils and to pr omote the. 
future good, repose and happiness, upon the stern basis of 
justice and reason, we charitably hope to escape the illiberal, 
criticism of bitterness for any imperfection and error in our 
labors, but challenge a generous and manly scrutiny to the end 
that your combined wisdom and councils, and your age and ex-' 
perience may improve the labors of our apprenticed hands 
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and heads, and thereby elevate and gladden the mind and next 
of our common country and destiny.

To THE PRESIDENT op THE UNITED STATES :— 


"The Legislature of the State of Mississippi, freshly elected 
from the.body of its people, and representing fully and' clearly 
the. wishes, views and opinions oftliat people, do unanimously 
and most-respectfally’ present this memorial. 

The. late civil war has ended. . Mississippi has returned: to 
her’ loyalty and allegiance to the government of the United 
States. . Her surviving sons have come back to their homes 
and families, again to mingle in the pursuits of peace. Her 
Representatives have once more met in her executive, judicial 
ad legislative halls, to counsel S act together for the peace- 
fu. interests of the State: 


Those — eyes, 

Wiieh ;—like the meteors:of a troubled Heaven, 
All of one nature, of one substance bred, 
Did lately meet in the intestine shock, 
And furious close in civil butchery, | ` 
Shall now in mutual wéll-beseeming ranks, 
March all one way.” 

"Phanks to the generosity and magnanimity that has eo far 
accompanied the victor's triumph in this great struggle, but 
few forms are missed, save those thousands who lie in the silent 
grave, where the call of a much loved State, and the honest con- 
vietions of duty, have sent them untimely to seek that pardon 
that earthly king.is. not; asked for, nor can our President be- 
stow. But among: those. few forms. still absent, there is one 
known throughout the State, faniiliar.to the thoughts of évery 
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household; an honored form, without whose presence ih our 
midst, the sorrows of the conquered cannot be lessoned; nor 
the triumph of the victor, in a civic eee be made glorious 
and enduring. 
` The Legislature respectfully allude to. JEFFERSON Davis, now 
confined by your order in a military prison. ` Emphatically the 
son of the State; endeared to her by his younger days of ` 
promise, and by his maturer years of. honor; her Represefita- 
tive in Congress, and her Senatorin those noble Halls rife with 
the eloquence and patriotism of a Clay, a Calhoun and a Web- 
ster, in whose starry circle of brilliant influence over the opin- 
ions of men, he shone forth with no reflected lustre; her gal- 
lant representative upon those well-remembered fields of 
Mexico, where his sword led the way to the triumph of our 
arms and the glory of our flag; the Secretary of War for the 
nation, whose administration -of the high and responsible du- 
ties of that office, was without one blemish or a single stain ;— 
a son, whose purity and integrity of character, devotion to 
principle, fortitude when suffering, and generosity when suc- 
cessful, have endeared him to every heart; whose name is a 
household word; the accents,of whose voice are a remem- 
brance upon our ears, and the glance of whose eye is a sweet 
recollection ;—that son is still away, not sharing in-our present 
toil and labor in reorganizing the socialstructure’; nor sharing 
either, as he and we would wish, the: privations, the suffering 
and. the personal calamities, that the fortunes: of war have so 
amply entailed upon our people: Between us and him, there 
is a deep, -wide- spead and neyer to-be-forgotten sympathy and 
association. 

It'was no lawless spirit of mere revolt that prompted the peo- 
ple of Mississippi to their course during the late contest. They 
contended not “for power, or plunder, or extended rule," but 
as they honestly believed, “for their hearths, their altars and 
their home.” The attempted revolution was the people's work, 
and Jefferson Davis was their chosen instrument. ‘Called to 
the prominent position he occupied, he was but the ‘representa- 

tive of the people of the revolted States. His sin, if it bea 
"ein, was our sin. His failure, which want of success has made 
a crime, was our crime; and itis a thought of bitter poignancy 
_ to us and our people, when the dark clouds of civil war are 
vanishing, and the sun-shine of constitutional freedom is again 
giving warmth to us, and the atmosphere of civil law is again 
"being breathed, that our destiny is not shared’ by’ him; that 
we are free, and hein bonds; that our families are striving to 
wipe away the tears of affliction, while his can but agonize in 
sorrow over an absent and imprisoned husband and father; 
that the dark cloud passing away from us, still ‘over shadows 
him; the sun-light we are beginning to see, visits not his 
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prison; noris the atmosphere of freedom we breathe, invigo- 
rating his person. 

The. liberation of Jefferson Davis, and his return to the State 
of Mississippi, can work no danger to the great nation, over 
whose councils you have, in the Providence of God, been 
ealled;to preside. His arm is. powerless for injury ; his intel- 
Jeck oo, great and noble, to inspire him with a single thought 
for renewed contest; his heart too much in sympathy with our 
people, not to compel him to live with us as leyal citizens 
henceforth, 

. Vengeance cannot. be a proper. right arm of any people or 
earthly power. ‘Vengeance is mine,-and I will repay it,” saith 
the Lord. Vindication of national power is not now needed, 
when the sword has so terribly accomplished that work; nor 
are further examples necessary, to prevent a recurrence of the 
late civil strife. A land, reddened with blood; homes devas- 
tated and desolated; cities and towns with little left but black- 
ened, broken.and empty walls; fields once rich with harvests 
and crops, now lie silent, waste and barren, are sufficiently elo- 
quent for that purpose. And if vengeance, or further vindica- 
tion, is néeded for future safety, on our people should it be vis- 
ited; nor should they be vicariously punished. 

The people of Mississippi, who’ know J efferson Davis so 
well, know thatif there is such a thing as a-moral impossibility, 
itis morally impossible that his name can be justly chargeable 
‘with assassination, with cruelty or with crime. His heart never 
entertained, his hand never gave help to any suéh atrocity. It 
cannot increase the glory of the United States, nor promote 
the safety and stability of the general government, that the 
dungeon, or the scaffold, or the gallows, are to be made the 
“cure-alls” for political offences ; nor canit harmonize and unite 
our people, if Jefferson Davis’ prison, or place of exile, or 
grave, is to be revisited every hoür in thought, and every year 
ih fact, by thousands of men who hold allegiance to the Na- 
tional Government. It would be in that case a Mecca, at 
whose shrine we would feel bound every dày and year, to re- 
member that he was sacrificed for the people among whom he 
was born, with whom, he was, educated, whose prejudices and 
opinions he entertained, and whose fate and fortunes he wished 
to share.. 

Show to us that peace has tr uly its victories as well as war— 
victories over prejudice, passion and revenge; victories over 
any spirit or policy that would keep the people of this portion 
of the Union sullen subjects instead of willing brethren. The 
eruel hand of war has not reached the homes and hearths of 
ihe great and prosperous North; but it has come down with. a 
‘giants weight upon every portion of our once fair and happy 
South. The evidences are allaround us. We meet them at 
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every step: see them every hour of the day, and hear them 
with ears but too well accustonied to the sound. - Is it just, or 
wise, or can it be beneficial, that another costly sacrifice should 
be made of our blood and treasure! And Jefferson Davis is 
of our blood, and he is our treasure! We believeit true policy 
for you, for us, for the nation, for the world, that the gulf :of 
feeling which has separated North and South should not be 
widened. It were hypocritical to say that the cessation of the 
civil war has bridged that gulf. We believe that it cannot be 
done until the amnesty extended to us reaches him; and that, 
as we are being restored to your councils, he should be restored 
to ours. The country will be safer with you in our hearts and 
him in our hands, than it can be with him in our hearts and 
thoughts continually and his person in your custody.

REPORT og ji 
Of d s SE Committee on Public Buildings. 


Mr. PRESIDENT: 


The joint standing committee on Public Buildings, having 
had under consideration the dnties belonging to them, have in- 
structed me to make the following report, acompanied by a 
bill: 

With the assistance of an architect we have made a minute 
inspection of the Governor’s Mansion, and the buildings con- 
nected therewith, and also of the State Capitol and its sur- 
roundings, and, although we were assisted in our duty by one 
who is competent to judge with some degree of precision as to 
the probable cost of. such repairs as are necessary to be made, 
from the character of the work to be done, we are enabled to 
make only an approximate estimate of the amount it will be 
necessary to appropriate for the purpose. The committee 
deem an „appr opriation of twelve thousand’ dollars necessary 
for the repairs required on the-capitol, and buildings and fenc- 
ing belonging to-the same, and for repatring the Governor's 
Mansion,- buildings and. fences. belonging thereto, the sum of 
five thousand dollars, and would. recommend that the sums 
specified be appropriated for the purposes named. 

The.committee found the Governor’s Mansion entirely: mith 
out furniture.of any kind; and having ascertained. that the 
furniture belonging to the Mansion : was. removed ‘some time 
since to. Macon, Miss;jireeommend: that the Governor be ‘au- 
thorized.to appoint-a Suitable ‘perso, to visit that ` plate, in- 
speot.the --furniture: that: may: be found; and: to remove to ‘this 
place -such,ef. the -same-casitnay be:-serviceable. dnd in: good 
order and (o dispose: of the remainder -by sale, if, in his pidg- 
ment, At is, thought best to do Se, themonéy arising. fr our siieh 
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sale to be appropriated to.the purchase of such fürniture as 
may be needed. Yet, in view. of the uncertainty of much of 
the furniture, now at Macon, being’ in sueh condition as to 
justify its removal, it is recommended that an appropriation of 
two thousand dollars be made for the purpose of purchasing 
such as may be required. - 

I am further instructed to SCHER that a large ‘number of ne- 
groes, not in Government employ, are now and have been for 
some time past living iu huts on the grounds east of and be- 
longing to the Capitol, and that they are wasting and destroy- 
ing the timber thereon, and zeeommend that the Legislature 
take such steps as may be necessary for their removal and the 
security of public property. The committee deem it unneces- 
sary to make a report concerning other publie buildings, as 
appropriate committees have been appointed to examine their 
condition and will doubtless «communicate to the Legislature 
such information as may be necessary.

"Thé impoverished condition ‘of the finances of: ‘the State: pe 
clade: the, possibility of appropriations’ being made, such as: will 
be requisite for erecting -stiitable: buildings ` Dor (ue Institution, 
except, perhaps, some small buildings: for temporary: use;and 
which may hereafter be used: for work-shops, &c., by tlie Insti- 
tution,.as indicated by the Board of Trustees in their report to 
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his Excellency, Gov. Humphreys, which is herewith filed and 
asked to be made a part of this report. 

We would recommend that the annual appropriations now 
made by law to this Institution be used by the said Board of 
Trustees for the purpose of boarding and tuition of the -indi- 
gent Deaf Mutes, until such time: as the State may be able to 
put thé lüstitution. again into successftil operation. 

'In “examining into the facts a8 presented in relation to the 
burning of ‘the buildings bythe Federal forces, and the general 
destruction of thé property of the Jnstitütion, we find nothing 
to: allege in condenination-of the Trüstees-and Managers of the 
Institution, but on the: ‘contraty, we verily: believe they did the 
best they: goud, under the circumstances. “The--destruction. of 
the property: SCHT ‘calamity much’ to-be deplored, especially at 
such-a time as this; when. the Tréasury-of.the State is empty, 
and-theipeople of the: State unable to bear the weight ¢ ofa heavy 
taxation. |. - b 

We still recommend this unfórtiriate" abus öf our féllow- 
creatures to. the fostering caré of the! State: She has -adopted 
them; and: through weal-or woe,- riches or poverty, she ought 
todo the ‘best she can for them. ' And although ‘we cannot re- 
commend appropriations atthe preseñt crisis of our affairs, for 
the purpose of erecting an Asylum- for them on’a-magnificent 
scale, yet we would not have you for a moment lose Sight of 
this important object, .and its consumination at the- earliest 
possible time consistent with paramount public interests.

Having rebétved from yoir& note enquiring-if we hada re- 
port to offer, and also ‘asking us for any suggestions we might 
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be able to make, in regard to. a future policy, we promptly pr o- 
ceed to the discharge of the duty assigned us. t 

The Institution of the Deaf and Dumb, had been, under; its 
former managers, justly a matter of pride to the State. . It had 
clearly been conducted to a perfect success, and stood a, proud 
exemplification of the generosity of the State and the energy 
and capacity of her citizens. In this condition, war found this 
benevolent Institution. Soon the thunder of artillery was 
heard in our land—hbattles were fought and blood flowed as: 
great river Our mangled soldiers come pouring into our city, 
and every house which could be used as a hospital, wag- de- 
manded, and these poor God-strieken creatures were turned 
from their comfortable home, to make room for the bleeding 
soldier. This was done cheerfully by the managers; ihe sol. 
dier must be cared for, and the deaf mute; for a time, turned 
over to his former friends. It was war, inexorable war, which 
demanded this sacrifice; there was no help for it, no avoiding 
it. As time rolled on, our advancing foe reached our eity, gar- 
rying the torch in one hand, the sword in the other, Black 
desolation marked his march, and our noble Institution did not 
escape. It was leveled to the ground and left a smouldering 
mass. Apparatus, implements, fences, and every appurtenance 
shared the fate of the buildings, and all that we have left is the 
land. 

This is a brief history of the Institution of the Deaf: and 
Dumb. In & previous report to. the Provisional Governor, we 
recommended, on the score of economy, the blending of the 
blind and deaf mutes into one school, and enlarging the pres- 
ent building so as to accommodate both classes of unfortu- 
nates.. On a careful examination, we are of opinion there was 
no room for additional buildings, and therefore abandon this 
plan for the present. We think the only course left then, for 
us to pursue, is to erect cheap buildings, such as will answer 


for workshops and servants houses in | the future, and use them ' 


until the State recovers from- her present difficulties, and can 


afford, as formerly, to hold out to us her liberal and kind hand. 


We must begin humbly, and perseveringly push on, until, by en- - 


ergy and prudence, prosperity shall again dawn upon us. In 
the mean time, we propose, (as the law now allows,) to send 
the Orphans to the cheapest and best Institution in our reach. 

We are still of the opinion that good policy would dictate the 
combination of thé two schools at a future day. We believe 
that much would be saved to the State inthat way. One build- 
ing would answer instead of two; one set of officers instead of 
two, and all persons of experience know'the great saving 6f one 
table instead of two. - A:table well-prepared for fifty. persons, 
would probably furnish seventy-five. . We are aware that this. 
plan will probably be opposed, by. the managers of. the Blind

Institution, dnd hat man failures of such a plan will be ad- 
duced against it. This would only prove bad management, 
and one great suecess would outweigh them all. Such success. 
we have in the efforts of the State of Virginia. . The two Insti- 
tutions are there combined on a large scale, and are pronounced 
entirely coneordant in character. "The Principal expressed the 
opinion that the two classes were entirely happy together, and 
with proper watchfulness and care, would always so continue. 
It is our decided opinion the history of the Institution, at 
Staunton, Virginia, sufficiently demonstrates the propriety of 
this plan. If the Legislature should think favorably of it, and 
adopt the policy, we think a suitable building should be erected 
on the grounds how belonging to the Deaf and Dumb, where 
there is ample room for an establishment of any size. The 
traet of land contains, by actual survey, seventy acres, ample 
space for orhamental grounds, as well as for cultivation. We 
beg leave to' state that we are, and ever have been, deeply in- 
terested for both these clases of our afflicted fellow-beings, and 
would in no case, and for no inducement, advance the one to 
the detriment of the other. They both have heavy claims on 
the public heart, and we trust it beats with equal warmth for 
each. / 

We regret that want of time, prevents us from entering into 
a more detailed report, but believe we have presented the most 
important points of the subject. 

We would most respectfully recommend the Institution to 
the fostering care of the Legislature, and trust they will con- 
tinue their annual appropriations.

Your committee charged. with the examination of the : State 
Lunatic Asylum, have, in pursuance::of their duty, visited thát 
Institution, and respectfully submit the following report. | 

It affords them great pleasure to be. able to say, that in.every 
department of the Institution they have found the most perfect 
system and order to prevail, and are satisfied that every thing 
is, and has been dane, with the means at hand, and that could 
be procured, to promote the welfare and comfort of that un- 
fortunate class of. beings that should call forth from us and en- 
list in their behalf every generous ‘impulse of the heart and of 
christian kindness. 

Itis well known that a lürge. proportion of the inmates of 
institutions of this character are deprived.of that distinguish- 
ing feature which characterizes’ iman in the animal’ creation. 
Being ‘deprived toa greater ox less’extent of those faculties. of 
the mind which ‘vould ‘enable.them:to ‘provide, for:' tleniselves 
and fit: them‘ for thé various positions occupied: ‘by more: fortu: 
naté aid highly favored- members: of: society! ` - Thus ‘they: are 
dépendent apon this noblé charity! for that care} treatment ‘and 
protection that they could Bot elsewhere obtain ei 10 

The machinéry: connected with, ‘and -belonging -to the: Asy- 
lum, from constarit- tise is somewhat out-of repair, and though 
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itis capable, by constant attention, of supplying the wants, 
should be placed in complete order, and as the Legislature will 
doubtless make appropriations for that purpose, and also to de- 
fray the.expense of repairing certain portions of the building, 
do not deem it necessary to particularize as the services of an 
architect will be necessary to determine what should be done 
in this connection. The repairs necessary to be made upon the 
buildings are consequent upon aiid caused by the buildings set- 
ting. A system of dry wells is suggested to be placed in the 
sellars to more perfectly drain the soiland thereby to some 
extent, to prevent the settling of the buildings, and to secure 
in the future an exemption from injury from this cause, which 
received the favorable opinion of the committee: 

. During the past year the products of the vegetable garden 
and fields, all of which: were consumed at the Asylum, would, 
at present valuation, amount to thesum of $9,560 00, and the 
value of stock raised, ànd other articles manufactured af, and 
by the inmates of the Institution, amount collectively to $975, 
and during‘ the same:time, many articles of clothing ‘were, and 
are now being made br the itimates under the efficient manage- 
- ment and control of the matron: For partieulass on.these 

points. reference is respectfully solicited to the report of the

The large amount of food provided during the period men- 
tioned, might, at first thought be considered: a matter of. small 
moment, yet, when we consider that it is principally of a kind 
that.is not only required, butis known to be best for those for 
whom it was intended, evinces a degree of care, economy, and 
knowledge of the necessities of the Institution that should not 
.pass without proper consideration. 

This production at a time when difficulties of such a charac- 
ter had necessarily to be encountered as never before were met, 
orfound to be required to the same extent, plainly shows a de- 
gree of providence and fertility of resources that it is needless 
to mention. 

An examination into the financial condition of the Asylum, 
developed the fact that there.is now on hand funds enough, it 
is believed, by strict economy, to answer the requirements of 
the Institute till the first of December. For information con- 
cerning appropriations that have been made from time to time, 
reference to the reports of the Trustees and Superintendent is 
respectfully made. 

-We would deem it a departure from the strict line of duty: 
expected of us, to make.any suggestion concerning the action 
of the Legislature towards this Institütion, as we are assured 
it will receive your fostering Gare and early attention, and such 
steps will be taken as to place it in a position if possible, to 
‘carry. out the noble objects for which it was created, in such 
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manner as to sustain its already high character, and to provide 
for those who may not in future be received ag pay patients ; 
but much depends upon the known liberality of our people to 
provide for them, as a large. number of those who have for- 
merly been pay patients may in future be unable to: ‘be thus : 
elassed. 

Your committee would not think their duties eutiely- dis- 
charged if they should close this brief. report without referring 
directly to the present efficient: and gentlemanly Superinten- 
dant of the Asylum. We are fully convinced that he has, du- 
ring his term of service, discharged the duties devolving upon 
him in the most successful and able manner, and during ourin- 
spection, we had repeated evidences of his fitness for the post. 
tion, and of the.kind feeling existing: between himself and the 
inmates. The position is one requiring à person of peculiar - 
character, and possessed of a combination of: rare qualities to 
be enabled to meet its requirements, and we unhesitatingly pro- 
nounce the present incumbent possessed of thosé' qualities to 
a degree that is rarely found conibined ‘in one individual, and. 
- trust that he may long continue iti a position for-h&óeccu

The joint select committee on the Chickasaw School Fund, 
have had under consideration the eondition of said fund, “and 
have instructed me to submit the following report: . - 

The whole amount due:the Chickasaw School Fund om the 
first day of May, 1865, including the semi-annual interest due 
up to that date is $919,084,84, (nine hundred and nineteen thou- 
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sand eighty-four. dollars and eighty-four cents). This sum is 
due to the Chickasaw School Fund from the State of Missis- 
sippkànd the counties interested in said fund, can look alone 
to the State for its paynient, because the several counties, and 
the.children in the several counties, have no remedies against 
the parties who’now have the said fonds in their possession. 
The State is the trustee, arid. as such trustee, has managed this 
fund from its first creation to the present time. 

Be an act of Congress, July 4th, 1836, the school land, when 
selected; should vest in the State of Mississippi for the use of 
schools within the territor y of the State, ceded by the Chicka- 
sane Indians. 

Be an: act ofthe Legislature of the State of Mississippi, 
approved February 22, 1848, a system was adopted. ‘for the 
lease and sale of said lands, the money for which was to be 
paid into the Státe Treasury. .By an aet of the Legislature of 
the ‘State approved March 7, 1856, (400,000) four hundred 
o. thousand dollars of said funds were loaned to the Mobile and 
`. Ohio Railroad, the Mississippi Central Railroad, the New Or- 
leans, d &ckson. and Great Northern Railroad; and the Missis- 
sippi and .Tennéssee Railroad Companies at ( 8) eight per cent. 
interest payable semi annually, on certain mortgage bonds and 
other securities required to be taken. from said roads by the 
Auditor of Public Accounts. ; 

By an act of the Legislature of this State approved Deéem- 
ber 7th, 1863, the several railroad companies were authorized 
to pay up their indebtedness to the State in góld or silver, or 
the treasury notes’ of the State: By this act the money paid 
into the State treasury by. the. said Railroad éompanies, might 
bé used as other monies of the State in -the liquidation of her 
debts and im defraying her current‘expenses ; the State binding 
herself to pay the semi-annual interest on the same to the sev- 
eral counties within the territory’ of the Chickasaw cession, for 
elucational purposes, and under this:aót the several railroad, 
companies to which it applied, e&cept the New Orleans, Jack." 
son and Great Northern Railroad, paid up their indebtedness to 
the State on account of the school fund, and took up the bonds 
ard other securities which had been deposited in the State 
treasury under the act of 1856. The records of the Treasu- 
rer's office do not showin what funds these payments were 
made. Your eommittee'are however informed that the Mobile 
& Ohio Railroad paid in Confederate money, and that the other 
r.ilroads paid in the treasury notes of the State. ` The charac- 
ter of money in which these payments were made will become 
material in adjusting the question of liability of these roads to 
the State of Mississippi in the courts of the country. This last 

- aet of the legislature settles fully the liability of the State to 


said school fund and renders further investigation unnecessary. 
j 
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As to the question that may arise between the State and the 
debtors to the said fund, your committee are not so fully satis- 
fied. They are of the opinion that any legislation now had on 
the subject cannot effect existing liabilities. 

The.convention. which assembled. on the 14th of August, 
1865, took this view of the subject. In section 5th of chapter 
seven, of the proceedings of that Convention, the following 
. language is used: “That it is not intended by this ordinance 
to vindicate or invalidate the act of any officer or person acting 
as an officer in receiving any money payable to the State from 
the railroad companies, but to leave the same subject to adju- 
dication in the courts hereafter." That Convention in the first 
Ge of said chapter, refused to ratify the act of December 

7, 1863runder which the payment in State treasury notes was 
authorized. . The effect of this ordinance is to leave the ques- 
tion of the liability of thesaid roads to pay their indebtedness 
again, precisely where it stood before the meetiug of said Con- 
vention, if, as the Convention seems to indicate, or rather as 
they have declared by their proceedings, no act passed by: the 
State Legislature since the 9th of July, 1861, is valid, this ques- 
tion must be settled in favor of the State. But upon this sub- 
ject your committee do not think themselves called upon to ex- 
press our opinion. Your committee are informed that the. re- 
port of the Auditor of Public Accounts will show thé amount 
of indebtedness now. due to each of the counties in the Chicka- 
saw cession from this fund. They therefore do not deem it ne- 
cessary to report on that subject. . 

The committee respectfully submits the following r esolution: 

‘That the Attorney General be, and he is hereby: required. to 
institute suit against the several railroad.companies who claim 
to have paid their indebtedness to the State on account of the 
school fund under an act of the Legislature of the State appro- 
ved December 7th, 1863; Provided, said railroad companies 
should claim to be disbharged from further liability to. the 
State on account of such payment.

"The joint comittee ‘on’ State and Federal Relations, beg 
leáve to inàKé the following réport upon the subject of the di- 
rett tax imposed by the Congress of the United States, upon 
thé several ‘States; and: the action proper ‘to be taken by the 
Staté of Mississippi, with regard thereto; a'consideration of 
which subject and action, was referred to this committee. by 
resolution from the House of Representatives. 

A summary of the'provisions of the several acts of Congress, 
referring to this subject, is necessary to afford data for any 
_ conclusions that the committee or Legislature ean arrive at. 

By act of Congress, approved August 5th, 1861, “to provide 
increased revenue from imposts, to pay interest on the public 
debt; ind for other purposes," a direct tax of $20,000,000, was 
l annually laid on the’ United States, and the same was appor- 
tioned to the Statés: By this apportionment, the State of Mis- 
sissippi was charged with $413,084 66. This tax, by the pro- 
visions of the act, is assessed and laid on the value of all lands 
and lots of ground,- with their improvements and dwelling 
houses, to be énumeráted'and valued at the rate each of them was 
worth in money, April 1, 1862,—property belonging to any one 
individual actually residing thereon, to the amount of $500, 
being exempt from taxation.’ Provisions were made in the act 
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for the appointment, after the second Tuesday of February, 
1862, of assessors, assistant assessors, collectors and deputy 
collectors ; and ample machinery was provided for the prompt 
assessment and collection of the tax, by United: States offi- 
cials. e 

Should any of the people of any of the States bei in actual re- — 
bellion against the authority of the United States, at the time 
fixed forthe act to go into operation, so that the laws of the 
United States cannot. be executed therein, it is. made the duty 
of the President, by section’ 52, of" the ‘act ‘Above referred to, 
to execute the provisions of the act within the limits of such 
State, as soon as the authority of the United’ States Govern- 
ment should be.re-established, and the amount of the tax was 
to be then collected, with the interest “due, at the rate of six 
per centum per annum, until paid. : 

A subsequent section, (S. 53,) gave the privilege to any 
State, “to assume, assess, collect and pay its quota of this di- 
rect tax, in its own way and manner, and by and through its 
own officers, assessors, and colloctors ; and to use the last or 
any subsequent valuation or appraisal made for the purpose of 
State taxation; and any such State giving notice to the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury of the United States, on or before the first 
day of February, 1862, and in each succeeding year, through its 
Governor or other proper officer, of its intention thus to as- 
sume, assess, collect and pay such. tax, was thereby entitled to 
a deduction of fifteen per centum on-the:quota imposed ; pro- 
vided such deduction should only apply to. such. part: of said 
tax as was actually paid into the United States. Treasury before 
the last day of Junein the yearto which such payment related ; 
or to.a deduction of ten per centum, to such part as was paid 
in prior to the last day of September in: said year, said year be- 
ing regarded as commencing on the first; day: of April The 
said section had further provisos that if.such notice was given, 
‘no assessors or collectors should be:appointed, unless the State 
was in default, and that the quota of direct tax might be paid in 
whole or in part, by the release of the State, of any liquidated 
or determined claim of the State xd equal amount, against the 
United States. 

By a subsequent, act of Ganze: “for the. collection of di- 
rect taxes in insurrectionary districts within. the United, States, 
and for other purposes,” approved June 7th, 1862; it was made 
law, that in any State where the civil authority ‘of. the, United 
States was so obstructed that the provisions of the act.of Aug. 
6, 1861, could not be peaceably.executed, the direct tax there- 
by apportioned was charged upon all the. lands and lots of 
ground situate-therein, according to. the enumeration and valu- 
ation under the last assessment and valuation thereof, made un- 
der the authority of the State prior to, January 1, 1861; so that 
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each part and parcel of the land in such State, according to 
such valuation, was charged with the payment of so much of 
said quota of tax, as the relative value of said lands bore to 
the whole valuation of the real estate of such State» according 
. to said State assessment; and in addition thereto, a penalty of 

fifty per centüm of the amount of said tax was made chargea- 
ble on said lands. i 

By the same act the President of the United States was re- 
quired to declare by proclamation on or before . July 1, 1862, 
what States were considered insurrectionary; and it was en- 
acted CRL thereupon the proportionate amounts of said tax, 
with the penalty, should become a lien on said lands; in the 
words of the act, “without any other or further procéedings 
whatever." m or hae 

On the first day of July, 1862, the President of the United 
States issued his proclamation, that the State of Mississippi 
was, (with other States therein named,) in insurrection and re- 
bellion, and by reason thereof, the civil authority of the United 
States was so obstructed that the provisions of the act of Aug. 
5th, 1861, could not he peaceably executed; and the procla- 
mation further declared that the taxes legally chargeable upon 
real estate under said act, “together with a penalty of fifty per 
centum of said taxes should be a lien upon the tracts or lots of 
the same, severally charged, till paid. " 
By a subsequent act of Congress, “to provide internal revenue 
to support the Government, and to pay interest upon the pub- 
lic debt," approved July 1, 1862, it was enacted, “that so much 
of the act of August 5, 1861, as imposes a direct tax of twenty 
millions of dollars on the United States, should be held to au- 
thorize the levy and collection of onetaxto that amount; and 
no othertax should be levied under and by virtue thereof, until 
April 1, 1865, when the same should bein fall force and effect. 

‘By a further act of March 3, 1865, amendatory of the act of 
June 7, 1862, it was provided that in case of the sale of land 
for these taxes, no owner should be entitled to the privilege of 
redemption, who would not swear that he had never taken part 
with the insurgents in the rebellion, or in any way given them 
aid and comfort, and should satify the Board of Commissioners 
that his oath was true; nor should any tenant at sufferance, or 
. at will, or.for years, be allowed to redeem, unless he should 
satify the said Board that the owner of the reversionary éstate 
had been loyal, never engaged in the rebellion, nor in giving 
aid and comfort to rebels. 

- These acts, as far as your committee are advised, embrace all 
the legislation of Congress upon the subject. This legislation 
may be thus briefly summed up: | 

' 1. A direct tax of $413,084 66, was originally imposed upon 
the State of Mississippi, to be collected from its lands, dwell- 
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. ing houses and improvements, at their money valuation, April 
1, 1862, and by United States.assessors and collectors. . ` 
: 9. The State was allowed to assume, collect and pay this tax, 
and on doing so, to. have a deduction made of fifteen per cent.; 
if done before June 30th; of the year to which said payment re- , 
lated’; if not at that time, then ten per cent if done before . 
September 30th, of the same year. Ifthe tax for 1862, is con- 
sidered as obligatory for that year, both these dates are past. _ 
.$..It was further provided that in case the tax could not be 
assessed or collected by. reason of the insurrectionary character : 
of the State, and the laws could not be ‘peaceably execyted, the: 
tax was to be collected with six per centum interest, as.soon as 
United States authority was re-established. But, ` 
` 4. By the act of June 7, 1862, and by proclamation of the 
President of the United States in conformity therewith, dated 
. July 1, 1862, (the tax imposed on Mississippi not having been 
paid,) all the lands and lots of ground in the State of Missis- 
sippi were charged with their proportionate share of the tax im- 
posed, and also with fifty per cent. of the amount as.a penalty 
in addition thereto. l 
5. By act of July 1, 1862, the direct tax is only allowed for 
one year, and no other tax is to be levied until April 1, 1865, 
when the law of 1861 is declared to be.in full force and effect. 
6. The provisions of the act of March 3, 1865, are so strin- 
gent, as to exclude almost the entire people of the State from 
any privilege of redemption of lands forfeited and sold for 
these taxes. m , E 
With these references to the various acts of Congress with re- 
gard to this direct tax, the committee will now present some 
conclusions at which they have arrived upon the subject: ` . 
1. The State of Mississippi, by the Act of August 5, 1861, is 
treated as one of the States of the Union. Her quota, aecord- 
ing to the Constitution, was imposed upon her; and only on 
the eondition that she was at that time a member of the Union, 
could the tax have been constitutionally imposed. By our 
whole theory of government from the outset, the great princi 
ple has been acknowledged that representation and taxation, 
go hand in hand. By the Constitution of the United States, so 
wisely framed, representation and taxation are made at least 
identical in their bearings: ‘Representatives and direct taxes ` 
shall be apportioned among the several States which may be 
included within this Union, according to their respective num- 
bers,” is the provision of the Constitution. It is only because 
entitled to representation, that Mississippi is liable to be taxed 
atall. She is now prepared to- be represented, and present. 
and future taxation flow therefrom as necessary conclusions. 
To close the door on her Senators and Representatives chosen 
to Congress, and collect taxes from her, would simply be an in-

justice, which power could of course effect, but neither legal nor 
political ethics could excuse or palliate. The power'to tax, 
and the right to be represented, are to step alike. The duty to 


pay, and the right of the United States to collect, can only be ' 


held as mutually dependent propositions. 

But Mississippi was not represented in Congress when this 
tax was levied. "The entire authority and laws of the United 
States were suspended or unenforced there, in reference to 
revenue and all other subjects. In point of fact, the complete 
‘control of the people and property of the State, were in the 
hands of a de facto government, which had displaced the federal 
authority. . This de facto government was at war with the Uni- 
‘ted States; and by force of arms, at the time to which we refer, 
was actually in the possession of the territory of the State. 

This de facto government exerted sovereign powers over the 
territory of Mississippi, its property and its people.: It impos- 


ed and collected taxes; it made and executed laws; it enforced ` 


obedience to its authority, through the machinery of courts, 
and other means, usual and common to sovereign powers. 

The United States did not collect the tax at the time and in the 
mode prescribed by law, because she did not have a single offi- 
cial in the State. The people could not pay the tax, because if 
they so desired, there was no person rightfully entitled to re- 
veive it; and because they would have been subject to pains 
and penalties, if they had proposed to have done so; and be- 
cause they were restrained and forbidden by law, and authori- 
ty competent to enforee it, from so doing. 

In the ease of the United States vs. Rice, (4th Wheaton Rep. 
page 253,) the question arose whether goods imported into a 
town in Maine during its occupation by an enemy, were liable 
after the re-establishment of the American authority there, to 
the duties imposed by the U. S. revenue laws. The Supreme 
Court of the United States unanimously decided that the claim 
for duties could not be sustained, and accompanied the decis- 
ion with the following emphatic language: “By the conquest 
and military occupation of Castine, the enemy acquired that firm 
possession which enabled him to exercise the fullest rights of 
sovereignty over that place. The sovereignty of the United 
‘States over the territory, was, of course, suspended, and the

laws of the United States could no longer be rightfully enforced : 


there, or be obligatory upon the inhabitants who remained and 
submitted to the conquerors. By the surrender, the inhabit- 
ants passed under a temporary allegiance to the British govern- 
ment, and were bound by such laws, and such only, as it chose 
to require and impose." From the nature of the.case, no other 
laws could: be obligatory upon them, for where there is no pro- 
tection or allegiance op sovereignty, there can be no claim to 
‘Obedience. Castine was; therefore, during this period, so far 
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as respected our revenue laws, to be deemed a foreign port, and 
goods i imported into it by the inhabitants, were subject, to such 
duties only as the British. government chose to require. ‘Such 
goods were in no correct sense imported into the United States. 
The subsequent evacuation by the enemy, and resumption 
of authority by the United States, did not, and could not, 
_change the character of the previous transactions. ‘Tle doc- 
| trines respecting the jus post limini are wholly inapplicable to ` 
Oe case, * *: * The authorities cited-at the bar would, if 
there were any doubt, be decisive of the question. But we 
.think it too clear to require any aid from authority.” 


Such is the language of the highest tribunal of the country. 
By the well defined and received ‘principles of modern Public 
Law, a civil war recognized by the belligerents themselves, and 
especially by the government against which it may be waged, 
is placed upon the same footing as foreign wars ; and both par- 

.ties are liable to all the responsibilities and limitations put by 
publie law on belligerent rights. ; 


Now the late war was a civil war—not analy a civil 
war—but it was territorially a sectional war; treated as 
such by the United States, and recognized as such by all 
the great powers of Europe. The principle then laid 
down by the Supreme Court of the United States in 
the case above referred to, is applicable to the subject under 
discussion. For it is notorious that not only the revenue laws, 
but all other laws of the United States, and all of their civil 
jurisdiction in the State of Mississippi, were completely sus- 
pended from the date of the act of Congress imposing the di- 

‘rect tax, until the final surrender of the Confederate armies, ex- 
cept at the few points in the actual military occupancy of their 
troops. Therule of public law above quoted, was long since 
settled. It was far the purpose of protecting the great masses 
of the people from the reigns of two governments at the same 
time; the one de facto, exacting taxes and obedience; the other 
coming in afterwards, and imposing its taxes, and claiming its 
sovereignty for the same period. And, in this respect it mat- 
ters not which of the two governments was the rightful one, 
or what the merits of the controversy might have been, or with 
whom final success rested, The protection of the people is 
what the publie law aims at, and not the decision of govern- 
mental disputes. 


Even did the publie law give to the. successful party, the right 
by exaction or treaty, to receive from the intruding government 
indemnity for what it may have lost by the temporary occupa- 
tion of the territory.; still even the fact of the total annihila- 
tion of the latter power by the event of the war, could not re- 
vive any claim by the government de jure, to receive the taxes 
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‘and: iniposts' from the people, which it was unable to collect 
from them'at the proper ‘time. C 

2. But even if ‘the tax itself çan be supported as legal, the 
imposition of &'penaly of fifty per cent. upon certain of the 
‘States, was not: equitable. or just. It violated the essential prin- 
ciple of uniformity in ‘taxation. Had Maine or Massachusetts 
not paid their quota, or their tax-gatherers not have collected 
it, still only that quota would have been demanded, with a mod- 
erate rate of interest. - It was not collected in Mississippi i in 
the time given; her tax-collectors could not have done it; and 
yet fifty per cent. as a penalty is demanded. . The machiner y of 
law may have prevented its collection in the former, but no pen- 
alty i is imposed. The same machinery prevented its collection . 
in Mississippi; and to enforce a penalty in her case, destroys 
that uniformity which makes taxation allowable, and represen- 
tation advantageous. ` 

3. Any amount due the United States is subject go deduction 
for any liquidated and determined claim of the State. Missis- 
sippi may have no.claim of this precise character, but has she 
not unliquidated claims which ought to be acknowledged $ ? AL 
lusion is not here made to towns sacked and burnt, farms de- 
stroyed and fields devastated; but to the actual county and 
State property destroyed by United States authority—court 
houses, penitentiary, public buildings, asylums for the blind and 
- for the deaf and dumb, burnt and in ruins; a noble University 

injured; public libraries. pilaged. In respect to: the property 
of the State thus destroyed, Mississippi has a reasonable claim 
for offset to any direct tax imposed on her. This elaim, and 
of course its amount, must depend on the liberality and justice 
.of Congress. _ 

4. The mode of assessment of the tax is not just. The val- 
ue of the lands and improvements, at a period prior to Jan. 1, 
1861, is made the standard. Then we had an industrious popu- 
lation of laborer s, identified -with the soil, cared for by their 
masters, and in their turn lending wealth to the State and her 
lands, but now turned loose from that labor. Two hundred 
millions of dollars of pr operty have been suddenly taken from 
the State. Waste and ruin meetthe eyethroughout our former 
richest agricultural regions. Lands valued in 1860 at high 
prices, are now worth little. or nothing. Improvements have 
been destroyed, the labor which gave them value has been 

swept away ; and the land itself should not be held, in its deso- 
lation, to pay what its distributive share would have been when 
eultivated and improved. In other words, the assessment of 
this tax, according to the valuation of lands in 1860, will work 
a positive injustice and wrong. 

5. The privilege granted by the act. of 1861, to the States, 
to assume, collect and pay this tax, by their own officers, tech- 
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nically perhaps, expired in February, 1862; but it is a yaluable 
one, and ought to be extended to Mississippi, if the tax has to 
be paid. She has had no opportunity since that time, of em- 
bracing the privilege. It will bea great saying to her pecuni- 
arily. It will enable her to apportion the taxation more fairly 
and equitably. It will give her a breathing. Spell at least. 


6. The actual poverty of the people of the State, will neceg- 
sitate the forfeiture and sale of a.large portion of the lands, if 
-the tax is imposed. They will be either bidden in by the Uni- 
ted States, or by strangers: The provisions of the law practi- 
eally exclude our people from ever again possessing the land 
so sold. No future industry, no past service, no/present mis- 
fortune will avail. Surely.Congress will listen to am appeal 
for justice, sympathy and uA E d and alter its’ legislation i in 
this respect. 


In conclusion, it may be that neither the subject of the.tax 
itself; or of its penalty of: fifty per Gent, ` or of any offset for 
unliquidated claims; ‘or of the mode of assessrhicnt rof the 
‘privilege of the State now to ‘assume the tàx ; or of the practi- 
cal refusal of the privilege of" redemption, can be disposed of 
by the Executive authority of the United States. ` It may be 
that Congress alone can félieve Mississippi; with ‘ reference’ to 
‘these subjects. If so, an immediate appeal should be made’ to 
the national government : "Ee 

1, For relief from the payment ofthe tax; 

‘2, Or from its penalty, ifthe tax‘has to be paid ; 

3, For a reasonable deduction for public property destroyed 

or injured by authority of the United States ; 

4, For a change in the mode of assessment and valuation of 

" the lands; 

5, For the privilege of the State to assume, collect and payt the 

amount justly due; - 

6, For such reasonable time for its: payment, as may seem 

just, under the circumstances ; 

7, Forthe privilege to be accorded to her citizens, of Borea 

ter redeeming lands sold for taxes. — 


‘Your ‘committee therefore recoinmend that the. Governor of 
the State be requested to memorialize the President and Con- 
gress of the United States, for .relief. in these particulars; ex. 
pressing the willingness of the State to assume and pay what- 
ever is right and proper in the M np and making this re- 
port as the basis of his application, in the name of the Legisla- 
‘ture of Mississippi.

‘ . Of Joint buic Committee to SE Reyenue.

‘The joint select somites of conference of both Houses, to 
whom was referred’ their disagreement upon the Senate's ` 
amendment tothe House bill entitled “An act to raise revenue 
to.defray the expenses of the government of Mississippi,” have 
` duly considered the subject matter referred to them, and a ma- 
jority of said committee have instructed me to make to the 
Senate the following report: 

The main question of disagreement is embraced in the iole 
ted provision in the Senate’s amendment declaring that, in ad- 
dition to gold and silver coin, and treasury notes proper of the 
United States, all National Bank bills issued according to the 
laws of the United States and current at the time of their re- 
ception, shall be receivable in payment of taxes and other dues 
to the State. 

‘Your committee are not unmindful of the lessons of the bist 
injuriously effecting the finances of the State by the reception 
in payment of taxes and other dues to the State, of depreciated, 
and depreciating paper money. Nor are they free from appre- 
hensions of danger to the financial success of the State should 
this class of paper be made receivable in the future. 

The use of paper, as a representative of value, in the finan- 
cial operations of the government of the State at present is a 
matter of absolute necessity. The only discretion that can 
now be exercised by the Legislature is a proper discrimination 
as to the kind of paper to be used. 

The National Bank bills in question are, by law; receivable in 
payment of all dues to the Government of the United States . 
except import duties and interést on the publie debt. The only 
différence between the two classes of paper arising out of the 
laws of the United States regulating the use thereof, is found 
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in the provisions of the law making: treasury ‘notes prápér, a 
‘tender in law im the payment of ‘individual ‘debts. " "They “are 
alike receivable in payment of dues to the government as well 
as good payment on all debts due by the governmiént:to indi- 
viduals. They are now alike used as a currency by the people 
of Mississippi as well as by the treasüry thereof, under our laws 
as they now exist. To change the law so as to make one class 
receivable in payment of the large amount of taxes, soon to be 
collected from the people of this State, to the exclusion: of the 
other, much the larger class of paper now in circulation, would 
prove ruinous to the tax payers in the State. An instantaneous 
fictitious change in the relative value of the two classes of bills 
(now used and regarded by our people as equal in value) would 
be the result. Those of our people controlling the greatest 
amount of monied capitol, and possessing the greatest finan- 
cial skill, would .horde. up, control, and effectually withdraw 
from circulation the most appreciated, and the most deprecia- 
ted would at once constitute mainly, the circulation in the 
State. Under this state of case, the tax-payers would be forced 
to enter the market, controlled by brokers and money deal- 
ers, and forced to buy tax funds at a heavy sacrifice to them- 
selves. Your committee are of opinion that the only system 
of legislation by which these evils can now be averted, 1s by 
making both these classes of paper alike receivable i in payment 
of all taxes and other dues to the State. 

. Your committee therefore, report the bill back to the Senate 
with the following recommendations to-wit: That. the Senate. 
adhere to its amendment in reference to the kind of funds to be 
received in payment of taxes and other dues to the State, and 
that the House do concur therein. That the 22nd paragraph of 
said bill be stricken out and the following be inserted in lieu 
thereof : 

22. On each and every distillery, the sum of one ege 
dollars, and two dollars per gallon on the capacity of each still 
in addition. Provided, that this clause shall not apply to dis- 
tilleries used exclusively and solely in the distillation of fruits ; 
and that said bill, so amended, do pass. 


MEMORIAL 
.- In behalf of Hon. Jacob Thompson, of Mississippi. 


To THE PRESIDENT or THE UNITED STATES :— 
The Legislature of the State of Mississippi again asks in be- 
half of the people of that State, an act of Executive clemency. 
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The Legislature does not feel that it lowers its own dignity, or 
that of its members, or the character of their people, to direct 
the attention of the Chief Magistrate of the United States to 
the fact that another of Mississippi's distinguished sons is an 
exile from her Borders. . 

The former Secretary of the Interior of the United States, 
the Hon. Jacob Thompson, is referred to. He is banished 
from his own State, home and fireside, because he is under the ` 
ban of, your proclamation. He did not flee the country, how- 
ever, to avoid your laws or his duty. Sent abroad by the States 
confederated against the United Statés, for purposes deemed: 
by them essential to their welfare, he but obeyed the call that 
told him a duty was to be performed. With the whole of qur 
‘people, he recognized his duty to the State where he had a 
home, where his ‘Tights were procted,.and in whose soil he ex- 
pected tha at his remains would be deposited. The love of home 
is great. The mandates of the State household were consid- 
ered by him urgent and imperative. In compliance with these 
mandates, he went abroad.to undertake high responsibilities. 
In the discharge of that duty he has done naught, the Legisla- 
ture is confident, to stain his individual reputation, or to tarnish 
the honor of the State, one of whose honored citizens he was. 
Debarred from the benefits of your amnesty proclamation by 
its. exceptional clauses, and a reward offered for his arrest 
should he return, he necessarily remains an exile from the 
State he loves and the country he oneé so honorably and faith- 
fully served. 

We ask that he may be permitted to return, and to remain 
unmolested by your authority; that the provisions of am- 
nesty may be extended to him, and that his once happy home 
may be agair enlivened by his presence. 

It will be a joyous day for the people of Mississippi when 
they no longer have to brood over the dungeon and exile as 
the abode of sons of the State dearly loved and honored. 
Harmony will ensue; feelings of dissatisfaction will be eradi- 
eated; confidence, generous attachment and fraternal regard 
will revive; and our people can go again to work to build up ` 
the shattered -walls of their former prosperity. "They feel op- 
pressed, and despondent, and doubtful, and disheartened, while 
they know that they are punished in the persons of a few of 
their distinguished children. 

Exercise generously your Executive prerogative, and it will 
do as much as aught else besides to reinstate the government of 
the Union and the people of the North in the affectionate re- 
gard and loyal loyal love of the citizens of Mississippi. 
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MESSAGE '. 


Of the Governor in relation to the Freedmen, dc. 


EXECUTIVE OFFICE, 
Jackson, Miss., Nov. 20th, 1865. 
Gentlemen of the Senate and 
House of Representatives: 

In view of your resolution to take, at an early day, a recess 
until after the holidays; I deem it proper to call your immedi- 
ate attention to a few subjects of vital importance to the welfare 
of the State. 

By the sudden emancipation of over three hundred thousand 
slaves, Mississippi has impossed upon her a problem of vast 
magnitude—upon thie propersolutión of which, depends the 
hopes and future pr BRE and welfare of ourselves and our 
children. 

Unde? the pressure of Federal bayonets—urged on by the 
misdirected sympathy of the North in behalf of the enslaved 
African—the people of Mississippi have abolished the institu- 
tion of slavery, and have solemnly declared in their State Co. 
stitution that “the Legislature shall provide by law for the 
protection and security of the person and property of the 
freedmen of the State, and guard them and the State against 
any evils that may arise from i their sudden emancipation.” ` 

How this importaut provision and requirement of the consti- 
tution, is to be carried into effect, is the question now present- 
ed for our solution. We must now meet the question as it is, 
and not as we would like to have it. The rule must be justice. 
The negro is free. Whether we likeit or not, we must realize 
that fact now and forever. To be free, however, does not make 
him a citizen, or entitle him political or social equality with the 
white man. But the constitution and justice do entitle him to 
protection and security in his person and property, both real 
and personal. 

In my humble judgement, no person, bond or free; under an 
form of government, can be assured of protection and security . 
in either person or property, except through an independent 
and enlightened Judiciary. The. courts, then, should be open 
to the negro. But of what avail is it to open the courts, and 
invite the negro “to sue and be sued,” if he is not permitted 
to testify himself, and introduce such testimony as he, or ‘his 
attorney may deem essential to establish the truth and justice 
of his case, whether the witness be white or black. It’ is the 
denial of the most common privilege of freedom—an ensnaring 
delusion—the mearest mockery. As a measure of domestic 
poliey, whether for the protection of the person or property of 
the freedman, or for the protection of society, the negro should 
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be allowed, and required to testify for or against the white and 
black according to the truth. There are few men living in the 
South, who, have not known many: white criminals to go vun. 
whipped of justice,” because negro. testimony was not permit- 
ted in the courts; and, now that the negro is no longer under 
the restraints and protection of his master, he will become the. 
dupe and *cats-paw"': of the vile and vicious white man, who 
seeks his association, and will plunder our land with entire se- 
curity from punishment, unless he can be reached through ne- 
gro testimony. It is an insult to the intelligence and virtue of 
our courts; and juries of white men, to say or suspect that they 

‘cannot or will not protect the innocent, whether white or black, 
‘against the, falsehoods and perjury of black witnesses. 

. The question of admitting negro testimony for the protec- 
tion of their person or property, sinks into insignificance by 
the side of the other great question of guarding them and the 
State against the evils that, may arise from their sudden 
emancipation. What are the evils that have already arisen, 
against which we are'to guard the negro and the State? The 
answer is patent to all Vagrancy and pauperism, and their 
inevitable concomitants, crime and misery, hang like a dark 
pall over our once prosperous and happy, but now desolated 
and ruined land. : D ihi l ; 

. To the guardian care of the Freedman's Bureau, has been en- 
trusted the.emancipated slaves. The civil law, and the white 
man, outside of the Bureau, has been deprived of all jurisdic- 
~ tion over them, ` Look around you and see the result.. Idle- 
ness and vagrancy has been the rule. Our rich and productive 
fields have been deserted for the filthy garrets and sickly cellars 
of our towns and cities. From producers they are converted 
into consumers, and as winter approaches, their only salvation 
from starvation and want, is Federal rations—plunder and pil- 
. lage. Four years of cruel war, conducted upon principles of 
vandalism, disgraceful to the civilization of the age, was scarce- 
ly more blighting-and destructive to the homes of the white 
man, and impovefishing and degrading to the negro, than has 
resulted in the last six or eight months from the administration 
of this black incubus. Many of the officers connected with 
that Bureau are gentlemen of honor and integrity, but they 
seem incapable of protecting the rights and property of the 
white man, against the villainies of the vile and vicious with 
whom they are associated. : 

How long this hideous curse—permitted of Heaven—is to be 
. allowed to rule and ruin our unhappy people, I regret it is not 
in my power to give any assurance, further than can be gath- 
ered from the public and private declarations of President 
Johnson—that “the troops will all be withdrawn from Missis- 
sippi, when in the opinion of the government the peace and or- 
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der and civil authorities has been itori and can be main- 
tained without them.” 

In this. uncertainty as to what will satisfy the government of 
our loyalty, and ability to maintain order and peace and ‘civit 
government, our duty under the constitution to guard the negro 
and the State from the evils arising from sudden emancipation, ` 
must not be-neglected. Our duty to the State andto the freed- 
man, seems to me to be clear, arid I respectfully recommend— 

1st. Thatnegro testimony should be admitted in our courts, 
not only for the protection of the person and property of the 
freedman, but for the protection, of Society against the' crimes 
of both races. " 

2d. That the freedman be du ded at once to engage in: 
some pursuit of industry, for the support of his family and the 
education of his children, by laws assuring him of friendship: 
and protection. Tax the freedman for the support of the indi- 
gent and helpless freedman, and then with an, iron will and the 
strong hand of power, take hold of the idle and the vagrant, 
and force him to some profitable employment. 

3d. Pass a militia bill that will enable the militia: is protect 
our people against insurrection or any possible combination of 
vicious white men and negroes. 

TI deem the passage of these measures, before you take a re- 
cess, of vital importance. By them we may secure the with- 
drawal of the Federal troops, and thus again inspire our people 
with hope arid confidence in the future, and encour 'agé them to 
engage again in agricultural pursuits, upon ‘which our all de- ` 
pends: If we fail to pass them, the future i is all ‘uncertainty;

In February, 1864, the Confederate Coiigress passed “an ‘act 
to aid any State in communicating with and pérfecting ` the re- 
cords- concertiing its troops—extending to the appointee of ány 
State; certain allowandées and privileges.’ "Om he ‘11th of Au- 
gust following, the Legislature of this- ‘State, passed^a corres- 
ponding act, creating the office of Superintendent of army re- 
cords: for thie State, and making it the duty ‘of that- officer to 
collect and place in a form for permatient preservation and ref- 
erence, the names of all Mississippians in:the Confederate ser- 
vice, with the personal and military status of each: also, to 
‘procure from the Commander of each company a statement of 
the amount due each deceased soldier, and to place the same 
in shape for settlement. ‘Under this act, -I had the honor to be 
appointéd by Governor Clark, and though I labored faithfully 
until the general surrender of our armies, yet I found so many 
obstacles to the successful prosecution of my duties, that I was 
able to accomplish but comparatively little. To enter upon the 
completion of these records, after more than three years of ac- 
tive ñilitary operations, involving the loss ‘of company ‘books 
and muster‘ rolls, seemed indeed a hopeless, : etidless task; and 
in order to attain to anything like: accuracy, it: was necessary 
to visit/the: camps; explain what was wanted’ and:‘furnish blanks.

Of ‘the 9746. on the rolls as present and absent accounted for, 
about one third were under arms when Gen. Lee surrendered— 
the remainder being absent on furlough, in prison, on detail, 
and for other causes. 


From this, and other data in my possession, I have thought 
it might be interesting to deduce something like an approxi- 
mate estimate of the total strength and losses of the troops 
furnished by the State of Mississippi—making in the aggregate 
about sixty-three regiments of all arms:
